Whatever the caucus detenuines it is 
likely this is the last week of silver de- 
bate in the senate. Senator Vest prom- 
ises that he will brinv up soon a new 
subject for debate for discussion, of 
wmoh may occupy several days. The 
s]>ecial committee, of which he is chair- 
man, which silent many montlis in the 
iiivestiKHtion of tlie transportation of 
Ix ef ami lieef products, has reported a 
bill, and during the past week to* com- 
mittee on agriculture and forestry re- 
ported a substitute for it. 

Mr. Vnst has given notice that some 
afternoon dnririK the coming week after 
the set sjieeches on silver have been 
mape he will call up thfue bills and urge 
tlieur consideration to a conclusion. Une 
or two appropriation bills may be called 
up for debate aad it is not im}KMcii>ile 
that the conferees on the pension bill 
will come to some sort of imderstanding 
and rei)ort to tbe two houses, although 
this is not likely.

The senate finance committee had 
hoped to have the tariff bill ready to re- 
port before the end of this week, but 
the indicati.dis now are that the bill 
will not be ready to retuni to the senate 
iiefore the be«iniiinj«f or middle of next 
week. Til© RepuliHc an members of the 
committee have turned over to the 
DeiiKHTats sevei-al of the schedules, and 
.'ill of the more important items in tlie 
bill will be passed upon before the end 
of the week. 

There is a pnNmect of a comparative- 
ly dull week in the house. The cozumit- 
tees that have appropriation bills ready 
to report will proDably have full swing, 
and the lu-t itiiproi<riation's comniittee 
will call un the sundry civil bill for dis- 
cussion. If this is iinished lief ore Mon- 
day some of the other committees that 
have a)ipi oi)riatioii bills ready will call 
them up f(pr iii-i. u»ioii.

Another day may be taken up in dispos- 
ing of senate bills on tlie speaker's tahle 
that are similar to house bills th.^t have 
passed the liou.xe, and on Saturday, bo- 
ginninj^ at 1 odoek. eulogies to the 
memory ot the lat<' >ainuel J. Randall 
will be delivered.

Some 
of the residents of the vicinity reiKtrted 
some snspirimis circniii^t.iiices to Detec- 
tive ^Iiirpliy. who eiuliM v. in^l tu inter- 
rogate the \Villianis girl, but wjih pre- 
vented from --o doing liy her mother. 
Fintilly he took the irliild to the prison 
and secured a statement from herirtiicl. 
in subs'aiice was a.s follows: 

The ini-siiig ! loy was subject to epi- 
lejitic tits, wliieh had made him the 
source of colisideraldo trouble to hi;, 
mother. Monday afiei iioi III the girl and 
boy iiad a (piarrel. whii h brought on 
one of the lits. While iu s)Hisnm the 
child was carried into the house, and, 
as the girl slates positively, the colored 
man and the two women tiroceeded "to 
cut him a!l to jiieces witli a butcher 
knife."

Ah » motive for the crime it is stated 
that the boy was insuro<l in a company 
which makes a si>ecialty of this charac- 
ter, the premium 1)eing jwid in weekly 
installments, and a theory advanced by 
some of the othcers is tliat the intention 
of the niiirder rs was to hide the body 
till deeomiHisition had destroyed the evi- 
ileiice of the crime, in the meantime giv- 
ing notiie of the child's disapuearanc'v 
and finally in pretending to find aiia 
identify the corpse in order to obtain the 
l»altry insurance. The girl's story is cor- 
roborated in i>art by the disc^ivery by 
tbe oflicers of a butcher kuife stamed 
with bl< lod an<l blood stains OH the floor 
of the Williams house. 

All of the partit-s named are undiT ar- 
rest, but deny their guilt. The olHcers 
are searching for the remains, but thus 
far without avail. The husband of the 
Bradford wonnin claims to 1h' a clair- 
voyant, and state<l to the officers that 
he would IiK-ate the boy for ^'.M. but 
that tbe child was dead. The detectives 
refused to believe this aad arrested him.

A few hurried words 
were exchanged, when Mr. Hale ordered 
the ciibmaii to prrx-eed to the general 
ho,'-i)itiil. Mrs. Cowles re-entered the 
carriage and accompanied tbe party to 
the hospital. Dr. Kirkpatiick, ' the 
medical suiK'rintendent at the hospital 
had the wounded man coin eyed to a 
private ward where a close examination 
was ma<le. 

The physiciim announces that there is 
no immediiite danger. The ball had en- 
tered tbe ri:,'lit side of the neck, and, 
after piercing the right jaw bone, 
emerged through the cheek of tlie oiijhi- 
site side. Mr. llale surrendered himself 
'o the i>olic,- and was l(X'ke<l up. Among 
those present at Mr. Cowles' l)edside are 
Mrs. Cowles, Mrs. Button, his sister-in- 
law. Judge 3. E. Ingersoll, of Cleveland, 
wh< > will act as Mrs. Cowles' legal ad- 
viser, and R. D. McQlbbons, queen's 
counsel of Montreal. 

.Mr. Hale makes the statement that 
the trouble between Cowles and his wife 
was caused by Cowlee making two trips 
to Europe with a woman known as 
King or Wil.son, and who is now at a 
hotel here, having come from Buffalo 
last Monday. Jlrs. Oowles bad applied 
for a divorce on the ground of adiutery. 
Cowles admitted bis guilt, but declared 
that bis wite bad condoned the offense. 
Mrs. Cowles, however, had in her pos- 
session a letter in which be admitted the 
facts on which she based bar applica- 
I Htm:- 

After the parties all arrived bare a 

consultation w^as had, and Cowles prom- 
ised to meet his wife and arrange a set- 
tlement of their affairs. Teetetdav's 
meeting and tragedy ensued. Oowles 
wislied the interview with Us wife to 
be private, but Hale refosed and accom- 
panied them in a cab for a drive in the 
park. Tbe interview was in progress 
when Cowles made a movement as if to 
draw a revolver, when Hale anticipated 
him with the result as stated. Cowles' 
little daught«r, Florence, whom it is al- 
leged he abducted from her home in 
Cleveland, was placed by Cowles in the 
Academy of tbe Sacred Heart in Mon- 
treal. An order was procured from 
Judge Dnges to tbe sisters to produce 
the child, but thev refused. The court 
will issoe an official mandamos, when a 
gtutrdiaa will be appointed.
